^1'  H E Committee  report  that  the  Popery  Laws 
may  be  confidered  under  the  following  general 
heads,  viz. 

Education, 

Guardianship, 

Marriage, 

Self-defence, 

Exercise  of  Religion, 

Enjoyment  and  Disposition  of 
Property, 

Acquisition  of  Property, 
Franchises. 


ift.  AS  TO  EDUCATION. 


THE  authorized  eflablifhments  for  learning  in 
this  realm  are,  by  their  conftitutions,  appropriated 
to  thofe  only  who  conform  to  the  eftablifhed  church. 

No  perfon  of  the*  popilh  religion  Ihall  publicly 
teach  I'chool  or  inftruA  youth  in  learning,  or  in 
private  houfes  teach  or  inftru6t  youth  in  learning, 
within  this  realm,  (except  only  the  children  or 
others  under  the  guardianlhip  of  the  matter  or 
mittrefs  of  fuch  private  houfe)  under  the  penalty 
of  j^2o.  and  three  months  imprifonment.

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8th  Ann.  ch.  3.  IF  a papijl  fliall  publicly  teach  fchool,  or  fhall  in- 
S.  16.  {lru£t  youth  in  learning  in  any  private  houfe,  in 

this  realm,  or  fhall  be  entertained  to  inftru(51:  youth 
in  learning,  as  ufher,  under-mafter  or  afliftant  by 
any  proteftant  fchool -mailer,  he  fhall  be  ejieemed 
and  taken  to  be  a popifh  regular  clergyman  and  to 
be  profecuted  as  fuch,  and  incur  fuch  penalties  as 
any  popijlj  regular  convi^l  is  liable  unto  by  the  laws 
cf  this  realm. 

No  perfon  whatfoever  qualified  to  teach  or  keep 
fchool  publicly,  or  teach  and  inftru6t  youth  in 
, learning  in  any  private  houfe,  or  as  ufher  or  afiift- 

ant  to  any  proteftant,  who  fhall  not  firft,  or  at  the 
next  general  aftizes  or  quarter  feflions,  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance,  and  fubfcribe  and  make  the  de- 
claration'and  the  oath  of  abjuration,  as  in  the  aO; 
of  the  2d  Ann,  c.  6.  is  exprefled,  under  the  penal- 
ty of  jTio.  one  moiety  to  the  profecutor  and  the 
other  to  the  poor  of  the  parifti. 

g If  any  perfon  after  ift  September  1709  fhall  dif- 

cover  any  popifh  fchool-mafter,  or  any  papifl 
teaching  or  inftruding  youth  in  private  houfes,  as 
tutor,  or  as  ufher,  under-mafter  or  afliftant  to  any 
proteftant  fchool-mafter  fo  as  the  faid  popifh  fchool- 
mafter,  tutor  or  ufher,  under-mafter  or  afliftant  to 
any  proteftant  fchool-mafter  be  apprehended  and 
legally  convi6ted,  every  perfon  making  fuch  dif- 
covery  fhall  receive  as  a reward  for  the  fame  j^io. 
to  be  levied  on  the  popifh  inhabitants  of  the  county 
where  fuch  popifh  fchool-mafter,  tutor,  ufher,  un- 
der-mafter or  aflTiftant  taught  or  inftruded  youth,  or 
did  moft  commonly  refide,  and  fhall  be  convifted 
thereof. 

S.  31.  Two  juftices  may  fummon  any  papift  of  fixteen 

years  of  age,  and  examine  fuch  perfon  touching 
the  being,  refidence  and  abode  of  any  popifh  fchool- 
mafter,  tutor,  ufher,  under-mafter  or  afliftant  to 
any  proteftant  fchool-mafter,  who  may  be  difguifed, 
concealed  or  itinerant  in  the  country,  and  if  fuch 
perfon  refufe  to  appear,  or  to  be  examined  as 
aforefaid,  fuch  perfon  fhall  be  imprifoned  for  one 
year,  unlefs  fuch  perfon  pays  a fum  not  above  £20, 
to  the  poor  of  the  parifti ; fuch  examination  to  be 
only  for  offences  committed  within  thirty  days,  and 
the  perfon  examined  and  confefling,  fhall  be  dif- 

charged 
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charged  fropi  all  penalties  iricurred  by  reafon  of 
any  offence  fo  confeffed. 

So  much  of  the  Ttb  Will.  3.  ch.  9.  and  8th  Anne>  aift  & iid 
ch.  3.  as  fubjeOis  papifts  who  publicly  teach  fc.hool,  3.  ch.  6a. 
or  inftrud  youth  in  learning  In  any  private  houfe,  ** 
to  like  penalties  as  any  popijh  regular  conviU,  re- 
pealed. 

Not  to  extend  to  popifh  fchool-mafter  who  (hall  s.  a. 
not  take  and  fubferibe  the  oath  of  allegiance  and 
declaration  mentioned  in  the  13th  and  14th  Geo. 

3.  ch.  35.  in  one  of  the  Four  Courts,  or  at  the 
quarter  feffions  for  the  county  of  Dublin,  or  before 
a judge  of  affize  in  open  court. 

Not  to  extend  to  any  popilh  fchool-maftef,  who  s.  3. 
fhall  receive  into  his  fchool  any  proteftant,  or  to 
any  papift  who  (hall  be  entertained  to  inftru6t 
youth  in  learning  as  ufher,  under-mafter  or  affift- 
ant,  by  any  proteftant  fchool-mafter  in  this  realm. 

Not  to  be  conftrued  to  allow  ere6fion  or  endow-  S.  4* 
ment  of  any  popifh  univerlity  or  college  or  en- 
dowed fchool  in  this  realm,  or  to  authorize  any  pa- 
pifl  or  prieft  to  teach  or  keep  fchool,  who  fhall  not 
have  firfl  obtained  licence  of  the  ordinary,  which 
the  ordinary  is  impowered  to  grant  and  recall 
from  time  to  time  as  he  fhall  think  proper. 

In  cafe  any  of  his  majefly’s  fubjeds  of  Ireland  7th  Will  3.  ch^ 
(hall  go  or  fend  any  perfon  to  any  public  or  private 
popifh  fchool.  In  parts  beyond  the  feas,  in  order 
to  be  educated  in  the  popifh  religion,  and  be  there 
trained  in  the  popifh  religion,  or  fhall  fend  money 
or  other  thing  towards  the  maintenance  of  fuch 
perfon  gone  or  fent  and  trained  as  aforefaid,  or  as 
a charity  for  relief  of  a religious  houfe,  every  per- 
fon fo  going,  fending,  or  fent,  fhall,  on  convic- 
tion, be  difabled  to  fue  in  law  or  in  equity,  or  to 
be  guardian,  executor,  or  adminiflrator,  or  take  a 
legacy  or  deed  of  gift,  or  bear  any  office,  and  fhall  , 

forfeit  goods  and  chattels  for  ever,  and  lands  for 
life. 

Any  jujiice  of  the  peace^  upon  information  that  S.  2. 
any  perfon,  or  money,  or  other  thing  is  gone  or 
fent,  contrary  to  thisad,  fhall  require  to  be  brought 
before  him  all  perfons  fufpe^ed  or  charged  to  have 
offended  therein,  and  fhall  examine  the  perfons  fo 
fufpefted  or  accufed  without  oath,  and  any  other 
perfon  or  w’itneffes  on  oath,  concerning  the  fame  ; 

if 
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if  Upon  fuch  examination  it  fhall  appear  probable  to 
him,  that  fuch  perfon,  fum  of  money,  or  other 
thing  was  gone  or  fent  away  contrary  to  this  aft  ; 
then  he  {hall  bind  fuch  fufpefted  perfons  with  fuf- 
licient  fureties,  and  fuch  other  perfons  as  he  {hall  ^ 
judge  fit  to  give  evidence,  and  the  inlhrmer,  in 
recognizances  of  or  fuch  greater  fum  as 

to  him  {hall  feem  reafonable,  with  condition  to  ap- 
pear at  the  next  quarter  felTions  of  the  peace  for 
the  county  where  fuch  ofFence  is  fuppofed  to  be 
committed,  or  where  the  offender  did  lall  refide  or 
was  taken  : At  thefe  quarter  feffions  the  faid  juftice 
of  peace  {hall  return  the  faid  examinations  and  re- 
cognizances to  the  clerk  of  the  peace  in  open  court, 
who  {hall  frame  an  information  againft  the  perfon 
fufpefted,  who  {hall  infiantly  anfwer  thereto,  and 
proceed  to  trial  thereon,  and  if  upon  fuch  trial  it 
{hall  by  proof  appear  that  any  perfon,  or  money,  or 
other  thing,  was  by  fuch  perfon  fufpefted,  fent 
abroad,  and  if  by  fuch  proof,  it  {hall  appear  proba- 
ble to  the  court  that  fuch  fending  was  contrary  to 
the  aft,  then  the  perfon  fufpefted  muff  ihew  where 
fuch  perfon  fent  then  is,  and  aho  to  what  intent 
and  purpofe  fuch  money  or  other  thing  was  fent, 
and  fuch  going  or  fending  (hall  be  adjudged  to  be 
going  or  fending  contrary  to  this  aft,  unlefs  the 
perfon  denying  the  fame  {hall  prove  the  contrary  ; 
if  by  failure  of  fuch  proof,  or  otherwife,  upon  exami- 
nation, it  {hall  appear  to  the  court  that  fuch  offence 
hath  been  committed,  the  fame  being  entered  on 
record,  {hall  be  a conviftion,  as  well  of  the  perfon 
fent  as  of  the  perfon  fending,  and  they  {hall  incur 
the  penalties  aforefaid ; half  the  forfeiture  to  the 
crown,  the  other  to  the  profecutor. 

S.  3.  Thereliesanappealfromthequarterfeflionsto  the 

jujiices  of  aifize  of  the  faid  county,  at  the  next  alfizes. 

5.  4.  If  any  perfon  be  convifted  of  being  fent  beyond 

feas  contrary  to  this  aft,  by  the  conviftion  of  the 
perfon  fending  him  only,  fuch  perfon,  upon  his 
return  into  this  kingdom,  lhall  at  any  time  within 
twelv'e  months  after  his  or  her  return,  or  within 
twelve  months  after  his  or  her  attaining  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  upon  his  prayer,  by  motion  in 
the  King’s  Bench,  be  admitted  to  his  trial,  and 
fuch  court  {hall  forthwith  caufe  an  information  to 
be  exhibited  againil  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  to 
which. he  or  they  fhal]  plead,  and  thereupon  the 
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faid  court  (hall  proceed  to  trial  of  fuch  perfon  or  ^ 
perfons  by  jury  of  the  county  where  the  faid  court 
lhall  then  lit ; and  the  defendant  or  defendants  in 
fuch  cafe,  ftiall  upon  his  or  their  trial,  be  obliged 
to  prove  to  what  intent  or  purpofe  he,  (he,  or  they 
was  or  were  fent  beyond  the  feas,  and  unlefs  he> 
fhe,  or  they  lhall  make  fuch  proof,  whereby  it  may 
appear,  that  he,  (he,  or  they  were  not  fent  contra- 
ry to  this  a^,  it  lhall  be  taken  for  granted,  that  be 
was  fent  cprUirary  to  this  aft,  as  though  the  fame 
had  been  fu^y  proved  ; and  in  cafe,  upon  his,  her, 
or  their  trial,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  lhall  be  ac- 
quitted, he,  Ihe  and  they,  fo  acquitted,  lhall  be 
difcharged  of  all  the  penalties  in  this  aft,  except 
his,  her  or  their  goods  and  chattels,  and  the  pro- 
fits of  his,  her  or  their  lands  incurred  and  received 
before  fuch  acquittal. 

Every  fuch  perfon  fent  as  aforefaid,  that  lhall  S.  5. 
within  fix  months  after  his  return  into  this  king- 
dom, in  the  Court  of  Chancery  or  King’s  Bench,  . 
in  term  time,  between  eight  and  twelve  in  the 
morning,  take  the  oaths  and  repeat  and  fubferibe 
the  declaration,  mentioned  and  appointed  in  and 
by  an  aft  lately  made  in  the  parliament  of  England 
(intitled,  An  Aft  for  abrogating  the  Oath  of  Su- 
premacy in  Ireland,  and  appointing  other  Oaths,”) 
lhall  from  thenceforth  be  difcharged  of  all  the  inca- 
pacities and  difabilities  aforefaid,  and  lhall  be  re- 
ftored  to  the  receipt  of  the  future  growing  rents, 
ilTues  and  profits  of  his  faid  real  eftate  only,  but 
lhall  neverthelefs  lofe  all  the  pall  rents,  ilTues  and 
profits  thereof,  and  all  his  perfonal  ellate. 

If  fuch  perfon,  after  taking  faid  oaths  and  fub-  g 5, 
feribing  faid  declaration,  lhall  profefs  the  popilh  re- 
ligion, or  refufe  taking  faid  oaths  and  fubferibing 
faid  declaration,  when  the  fame  lhall  be  tendered  to  ' 
him  by  the  quarter  felfions  for  the  county  where  he 
refides,  he  lhall  incur  all  and  every  the  aforefaid  . 
penalties,  as  if  he  had  never  taken  faid  oaths  or  fub- 
icribed  faid  declaration. 

Offences  againll  this  aft  may  be  inquired  into,  s.  7 
heard  and  determined  before  the  jullices  of  the 
King’s  Bench,  or  jullices  of  aflize,  or  gaol  deli- 
very, or  of  oyer  and  terminer  of  fuch  counties 
where  the  offenders  did  lall  dwell  or  abide,  or 
whence  he,  Ihe  or  they  departed,  or  were  fent  out

of  the  kingdom,  or  where  he,  (he  or  they  went, 
or  (hall  be  refpeftively  taken  or  apprehended. 

If  any  perfon  (hall  upon  his  trial  before  the 
quarter  felTions  be  acquitted  by  the  faid  court,  or 
Upon  his  appeal  to  the  judges  of  aflize,  (hall 
by  faid  judges  of  aflize  be  acquitted,  or  in  cafe  he 
(hall  upon  his  trial  be  acquitted  by  the  jury  upon 
any  indictment,  prefentment,  or  information,  he 
(hall  not  be  liable  to  be  profecuted  upon  this  aCt, 
-in  any  other  manner  for  the  fame  offence. 

If  any  perfon  of  the  popi(h  religion,  (hall  fend 
Of  willingly  fuffer  to  be  fent  any  child  under  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  (except  failors,  (hipboys, 
or  the  apprentices  or  faCtor  of  fome  merchant  in 
trade  of  merchandize)  beyond  fea,  without  fpecial 
licence  of  the  King,  or  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  four 
of  the  Privy  Council  of  this  realm,  fuch  perfon 
(hall  incur  the  penalties  mentioned  in  the  aCt  of 
the  7th  Will.  3.  ch.  4. 

Any  of  the  judges  of  the  K.  B.  or  C.  P.  or  ba- 
rons of  the  Exchequer,  or  two  jullices  of  the  peace 
may,  on  reafonable  caufe  of  fufpicion  that  fuch 
child  has  been  fent  abroad  contrary  to  the  ad,  con- 
vene the  parent  or  guardian,  or  fuch  other  perfon 
as  had  the  care  of  the  child,  and  require  that  the 
child  be  produced  in  two  months,  and  if  the  child 
be  not  produced  within  faid  time,  nor  reafonable 
caufe  (hewn  for  obtaining  further  time  for  the  fame 
till  the  next  following  quarter  feflions,  nor  proof 
made  that  the  child  is  within  this  kingdom,  or  In 
England  or  Scotland,  and  not  in  parts  beyond  the 
feas,  then  fuch  child  (hall  be  deemed  to  be  then 
educated  in  foreign  parts  contrary  to  the  aforefaid 
ad,  and  (hall  incur  all  the  penalties  and  difabilities 
in  faid  aCt  mentioned. 

Children  of  papifts,  deemed  paplds  till  con- 
formity. 

. Converts  in  employment  or  place  of  profit  or 
trufl:  from  the  crown,  members  of  parliament,  bar- 
rlfters,  attornies,  folicitors,  or  officers  in  any  court, 
(hall  educate  their  children,  under  fourteen  at  time 
of  converfion,  proteftants,  and  for  default  thereof, 
fuch  employment  or  place  of  profit  or  trufl:  is  null 
and  void,  fuch  member  of  parliament  (hall  be  in- 
capable 
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capable  to  fit  or  vote  in  either  houfe  of  parliament, 
and  the  party  offending  for  ever  incapable  to  have 
any  employment  or  place  of  profit  or  trufl:  under  the 
crown,  and  every  fuch  barrilier,  attorney,  folicitor 
or  officer  (hall  be  incapable  of  praftifing  as  barrif- 
ter,  attorney,  or  folicitor,  privately  or  publicly,  or 
officiating  in  any  of  the  courts — not  to  extend  to 
the  office  of  high  or  petty  conftable,  tything  man, 
headborough,  oVerfeer  of  the  poor,  church-war- 
dens, furveyors  of  the  highways,  or  any  like  in- 
ferior civil  office  in  the  kingdom. 

All  children  of  popifli  parents  or  parent  who  from  6th  Geo.  r dw 
the  age  of  twelve  years,  have  been  conftantly  bred  ^7- 
up  in  the  proteftant  religion,  and  have  received  the 
facrament  according  to  the  church  of  Ireland  as  by 
law  eftabliffied,  fhall  be  reputed  as  proteftants,  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  protefiants. — . 

But  if  fuch  children  fhall  at  any  time,  after  they 
come  to  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  declare  them- 
felves  of  the  communion  of  the  church  of  Rome, 
or  be  prefent  at  mattins  or  vefpers,  according  to  the 
praQ;ice  of  the  church  of  Rome,  they  fliall  be  fubjedf 
to  all  fuch  penalties  as  converted  papifls  relapfing  to 
popery,  are  by  laws  liable  to. 

AH  converts  (hall  educate  their  children,  who  ift  Geo.  2.  dj. 
fhall  at  the  time  of  converfion  be  under  fourteen  -• 
years  of  age,  or  who  fiiall  be  born  after,  in  the 
proteftant  religion. — Converts  educating  or  know-  3- 
ingly  and  willingly  permitting  their  children  to  be 
educated  in  the  popiffi  religion,  fl'iall  be  fubjeft  to 
fuch  difabilitics  and  incapacities  as  papifts  are — 

Protejlants  educating  or  willingly  and  knowingly  S.  6. 
permitting  their  children  (not  already  papifts,  and 
above  fourteen  years  of  age)  to  be  educated  papifts,  ^ 
fhall  be  fubje(S:  to  fuch  difabilities  as  papifts  are.

ONE  net  of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  14th  aixl 
England,  dying  feifed  of  land  for  which  his  heir  Char.  2d.  ch. 
(within  age)  fhruld  have  been  in  ward,  i.ord  ^9-  S.  1,4. 
Chancellor,  Chief  Judges,  Chief  Baron,  Chan- 
cellor 
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ccllor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  Mailer  of  the  Rolfs, 
or  any  three  of  them,  after  inquifition  duly  found 
and  returned  into  chancery  of  the  death  of  fuch 
perfon  and  of  his  heir  being  under  age,  may  difpofe 
of  the  cuilody  and  tuition  of  fuch  heir,  until  the 
age  of  twenty-one,  to  any  perfon  next  of  kin  to 
the  heir,  to  whom  the  eftate  cannot  defeend,  fuch 
perfon  being  of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of 
England,  w'ho  is  to  educate  fuch  heir  in  the  pro- 
teftant  religion. 

9th  wHL  3^-  If  a proteftant  marry  any  woman,  without  hav- 

ciu^.  S.Z,  ing  obtained  a certificate  in  writing  of  the  minify 
ter  of  the  parifh,  bifliop  of  the  diocefe,  and  fomc 
juftice  of  the  peace,  living  near  the  place  where 
luch  woman  fhall  be  refident  at  the  time  of  fuch 
marriage,  or  any  two  of  them,  of  her  being  a 
known  proteftant,  (which  certificate  fhali  be  at- 
tefied  by  two  witneffes,)  fuch  perfon  fo  marrying 
fhall  from  and  after  fuch  marriage,  be  in  law  deem- 
ed a papiil  or  popifh  recufant,  and  (among  other 
difabilities  in  this  afl  fet  forth,)  be  difabled  from 
feeing  guardian  to  any  perfon  whatfoever,  unlefs  fhe 
is  converted  within  a year,  and  a certificate  there- 
of obtained  from  the  bifnop  of  the  diocefe  or  arch- 
bifhop  of  the  province,  or  the  lord  chancellor,  and 
inrollad  in  Chancery.

• 4-  tuition  or  cuilody  of  ^ny  orphan  child  or  children 

under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  but  the  fame, 
where  the  perfon  having  or  entitled  to  the  guar- 
dranfhip  is  or  fhall  be  a papifi,  fhall  be  difpofed  of 
by  the  Court  of  Chancery  to  fome  near  relation  of 
fneh  orphan  child  or  children,  being  a proteftant, 
to  whom  the  eftate  cannot  defeend,  in  cafe  there 
fliall  be  any  fuch  proteftant  fit  to  have  the  educa- 
tion of  fuch  child,  otherwife  to  fome  other  pro- 
reftant,  v/ho  Is  to  ufe  his  utmoft  care  to  educate 
Inch  child  in  the  proteftant  religion  until  the  age  of 

twenty- one  years And  the  Court  of  Chancery 

is  impowered  and  required  to  make  fuch  order  for 
the  educating  in  the  proteftant  religion,  the  child 
and  children  of  any  papift,  where  either  the  father 
' mother  is  or  ffjall  be  a proteftant,  till  the  age  of 
eighteen,  as  to  that  court  fhall  feem  meet ; and  in 
order  thereto  to  limit  and  appoint  where,  and  in 
what  manner,  and  hy  whom,  fuch  child  or  chil- 
dren.

3.  ch.  35.  m.entioned,  ex- 
cept an  eccleftajiick,  to  have  the  guardianfhip,  care, 
and  tuition  of  his  or  her  own  child  or  children,  or 
of  any  child  or  children  of  a papiff,  any  thing 
contained  in  the  14th  and  15th  Char.  2d.  ch.  19. 
the  2d  Ann.  ch'.  6.  or  9th  Will.  3.  ch.  3.  to  the 
contrary  notwithftanding.

than  papijh —Any  father  of  the  popijh  religion, 

not  having  lapfed  from  the  proteftant  religion,  may  . 
likewife  difpofe  of  the  cuflody  of  his  children  un- 
der twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  any  perfon  other 

than  to  an  ecclefiajlick  of  the  Church  of  Rome — ** 

Papifls  not  capable  of  being  the  guardian  of  a child 
of  a papift,  who  fhall  not  have  taken  and  fubferibed 
to  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  declaration  preferibed 

by  13th  and  14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  35. —If  the  child  of  S.  3. 

a papift  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  be  con- 
veyed out  of  the  kingdom,  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
on  a bill  filed  on  behalf  of  faid  child,  ftiall  make 
provifion  for  the  prefervation  of  the  eftates  of  fuch 
child,  until  brought  back  to  Great  Britain  or  Ire- 
land, and  given  up  to  the  cuftody  of  fuch  guardian 
as  fhall  have  been  appointed  by  the  father  of  fuch 
child— — So  much  of  the  13th  and  14th  Char.  2d.  S.  4. 
ch.  19.  as  requires  the  ifluing  of  an  inquifition  in 
certain  cafes,  and  enables  the  Chancellor,  the  two 
Chief  Judges,  the  Chief  Baron,  and  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  and  Mafter  of  the  Rolls,  to 
appoint  a guardian  to  the  children  of  perfons  not 
of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  England,  dy- 
ing feifed  of  lands,  for  which  their  heirs  would 

have 
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have  been  in  ward  before  the  pafTing  of  faid  a8,  h 
hereby  repealed. 


3dly,  AS  TO  MARRIAGE. 

If  a proteftant  wornan  unmarried,  heir  apparent 
to  her  anceftor,  or  having  any  eftate  or  intereft  in 
lands,  or  500.  perfonal  eftatc,  marry  any  perfon 
■without  having  firft  obtained  a certificate  in  writ- 
ing under  the  hand  of  the  miniller  of  the  parifh  j 
bifhop  of  the  diocefe,  and  feme  jufticc  of  the  peace 
living  near  the  place,  or  any  two  of  them  (wit- 
nefied  by  two  witneffes,)  that  he  is  a known  pro- 
teftant,  they  (hall  be  incapable  of  holding  fuch 
efiates  or  interefts,  and  the  faid  eftates  and  inter- 
efts  (hall  go  to  the  next  proteftant  of  kin,  to  whom 
the  fame  would  defeend  or  come  toby  law,  were  (lie 
and  all  intervening  papifts  heirs,  executors,  or 
adminiftrators  dead  inteftate,  and  fuch  protef- 
tant next  of  kin  may  foe  for  and  recover  the  fame 
as  if  legally  entitled  as  heir,  executor,  or  adminif- 
trator  to  fuch  v/oman,  who  to  that  purpofe  (hall  be 

dead  in  law —And  fuch  woman  and  her  hufband 

(hall  for  ever  be  incapable  of  being  heir,  executor, 
adminiftrator  or  guardian  to  any  protejiant^ — And  in 
cafe  any  proteftant  miniftcr  or  popijb  prieji,  or 
other  perfon  whatfoever,  (hall  join  in  marriage  any 
proteliant  woman,  having  any  of  faid  eftates  or 
interefts,  lo  any  perfon  whatfoever,  without  fuch 
certificate,  he  or  they,  being  conviQed  by  confef- 
fion  or  verdiO:,  ftiall  fuffer  one  year’s  imprifon- 
ment,  and  forfeit  20.  one  moiety  to  the  king  and 
the  other  to  the  profecutor. 

If  any  proteftant  (hall  marry  any  maiden  or 
man,  without  having  obtained  fuch  certificate,  he 
(ball  be  deemed  a papift  or  popifh  recufant,  and 
(hall  for  ever  afterwards  be  difabled  from  being 
heir,  executor,  adminiftrator,  or  guardian  to  anf 
perfon,  as  alfoto  fit  in  either  houfe  of  parliament, 
and  alfo  be  incapable  of  having,  bearing,  or  ex- 
creifing  any  civil  or  military  ofiice  or  employment 
■whatfoever,  unlefs  he  procures  her  to  be  converted 

within 
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within  one  year,  and  obtains  a certificate  thereof 
under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the  bifhop  of  the  dio- 
cefe,  or  archbiftiop  of  the  province,  or  chancellor 
of  the  kingdom,  and  inroils  the  fame  in  the  Court 
of  Chancery. 

Jf  any  popijh  pnejf,  or  proteftant  minifter,  or 
other  perfbn  whatfoever,  marry  any  foldier,  in- 
lifted  in  his  majefty’s  army  in  this  kingdom,  to 
any  wife,  without  fuch  certificate,  he  ftiall  forfeit 
jf  20.  to  be  levied  by  warrant  of  a juftice  of  peace 
of  his  goods  and  chattels,  or  in  default  thereof 
committed  to  gaol  until  he  pays  the  fame,  one 
moiety  to  the  informer  and  the  other  to  the  ufe  of 

the  county ^But  appeal  lies  from  the  jujlice  of 

peace  to  jujikes  of  the  next  quarter  feffions. 

In  all  cafes  where  a certificate  is  required  by  this  S.  5. 
a6t,  that  the  perfon  marrying  is  a known  proteftant, 
if  any  marriage  ftiall  be  made  without  fuch  certi- 
ficate, and  it  can  afterwards  be  made  appear  by 
proof,  that  fuch  perfon  was  a known  proteftant, 
in  fuch  cafe  they  (hall  not  be  liable  to  any  forfei- 
tures or  penalties  in  this  a6f. 

If  Proteftant,  having  real  or  perfonal  eftate  in  idAnn,  ch.  6- 
this  kingdom,  marry  a papift,  either  within  this 
kingdom,  or  in  any  parts  out  of  this  kingdom, 
fuch  perfon,  being  thereof  convI6fed  by  indi6t~ 
ment  or  information,  {hail  incur  the  penalties  in 
9th  Will.  3d.  ch.  3.  to  be  tried  in  any  county 
where  offender  hath  eftate  or  chattels  real,  or  in 
the  City  of  Dublin,  provided,  that  the  certificate  of 
a proteftant  minifter,  by  whom  any  perfon  (hall  be 
married  out  of  this  kingdom,  attefted  by  a public 
notary,  containing  the  matter  to  be  certified  by 
the  faid  former  zQ:  by  the  perfons  therein  men- 
tioned, ftiall  be  fufficient  and  in  lieu  of  the  certi- 
ficate required  by  faid  forrner  aff. 

If  any  perfon  above  fourteen  years  of  age,  after 
ift  November,  1707,  fiy  indirect:  means  allure  or 
take  away  a maid,  having  fubftance  in  lands  or 
goods,  or  being  heirefs  and  within  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  from  her  parent  or  guardian,  and 
with  her  confent  contrad  matrimony  with  her,  or 
if  the  fon  and  heir  or  other  fon  of  a perfon  having 
jf50.  per  annum  in  lands  or  500.  perfonal  eftate, 
or  of  a perfon  deceafed,  ftiall  marry  before  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  without  confent  of  parent  or 

guardian. 


6th  Ana.  ch. 
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guardian,  the  fopijlj  prlefi:  prefuming  to  celebrate 
the  marriage  of  any  of  the  perfons  aforefaid,  or  ce- 
lebrating matrimony  between  any  perfons,  knowing 
that  at  the  time  of  fuch  marriage  they  or  either  of 
them  be  of  the  protcftant  religion,  {hall,  on  con- 
viftion,  be  adjudged  to  be  a popiih  regular,  and 
fhall  fufFer  all  the  pains,  penalties  and  forfeitures 
of  a popiUi  regular. 

gtbAnne,  ch.3.  jf  popiih  prieft  (hall,  after  the  ifl  of  Septem- 
‘ ‘ ber  1709,  be  profecuted  for  offending  contrary  to 

the  6th  Anne,  c.  16.  in  celebrating  matrimony  be- 
tween any  perfons,  knowing  at  the  time  of  fuch 
marriage,  they  or  either  of  them  to  be  proteflants, 
and  It  fhall  appear  that  the  faid  perfons  fo  married, 
or  any  one  of  them,  was  or  were  a proteflant  or 
proteflants  at  the  time  of  the  marriage,  it  /hall  be 
prefumed,  allowed  and  concluded  to  all  intents  and 
purpofes,  that  the  faid  popifh  prieft  did  celebrate 
matrimony  between  the  faid  perfons,  knowing  at 
the  time  of  fuch  marriage  that  they,  or  one  of 
them,  were  of  the  proteflant  religion,  urilefs  the 
faid  popifh  pried  fhall  produce  and  prove  a certifi- 
cate or  certificates,  under  the  hand  and  feal  or 
hands  and  feals  of  the  minlfter  or  miniflers  of  the 
parifh  or  parifhes  where  the  parties  fo  married  did, 
at  the  time  of  the  faid  marriage,  refpe6lively  re- 
fide,  certifying  that  the  faid  perfon  or  perfons  were 
not  of  the  proteflant  religion  at  the  time  of  the  ce- 
lebration of  faid  marriage.  , 

lath  Geo.  I.  ch.  If  any  poplfli  pried  fhall,  after  25th  of  April 

5*  I*  1726,  take  upon  him  to  celebrate  any  marriage  be- 

tween two  protedants  or  reputed  protedants,  or 
between  a protedant  or  reputed  protedant  and  a 
papid,  fuch  popifh  pried  fhall  be  guilty  of  felony, 
without  benefit  of  clergy  or  of  the  datute. 

S.  a.  The  judices  of  the  peace  may  fummon  perfons 

fufpe^ed  to  married  by /uch  popifh  pried,  or  to 
have  been  prefent  at  the  celebration  of  fuch  marri- 
age, and  examine  them  upon  oath,  where,  and 
by  what  perfon,  and  with  what  form  and  ceremo- 
nies fuch  marriage  was  celebrated,  and  W'hat  reli- 
gion the  perfons  married  prohffed,  and  who  were 
prefent  at  fuch  marriage  ; and  if  the  perfons  fo 
fummened  neg!e6l  to  appear,  or  refufe  to  be  exa- 
mined, or  after  examination  refufe  to  enter  into 
recognizance  to  profecute,  they  fliall  be  imprifoned 
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three  years,  but  if  they  fliall  fubmit  to  do  as  afore- 
faid,  within  the  three  years,  they  are  then  to  be 
difcharged  upon  fuch  their  fubmiiiion,  and  doing 
as  aforefaid. 

Nominifter  fliall,  after  25th  March  1737,  know- 
.ingly,  in  any  church  or  chapel  where  divine  fer- 
vice  is  celebrated  according  to  the  ufage  of  the 
church  of  Ireland,  publifh  the  banns  of  matrimony 
between  any  perfons,  whereof  one  is  of  the  pro- 
teftant  and  the  other  of  the  popifh  religion,  nor 
without  a certificate  from  three  perfons  of  the  pa- 
rifh  or  parifhes  where  fuch  banns  are  publifhed, 
that  the  parties  fo  intending  to  marry,  are  both  of 
the  proteflant,  or  both  of  the  popifh,  religion  ; and 
every  minifter  offending  herein  fhall  be  liable  to 
fuch  ecclefiafiical  cenfure,  as  he  would  have  been 
by  the  ecclefiaflical  law  of  this  kingdom  for  cele- 
brating a clandeftine  marriage. 

After  the  ift  May  1746,  every  marriage  cele- 
brated by  a popifh  priefl,  between  a papifl;  and  any 
perfon  who  hath  been  or  hath  profeffed  him  or  her- 
ielf  to  be  a proteflant,  at  any  time  within  twelve 
months  before  fuch  celebration  of  marriage,  or  be- 
tween two  proteflants,  fliall  be  null  and  void  to 
all  intents  and  purpofes,  without  any  procefs,  judg- 
ment or  fentence  of  the  law  whatfoever. 

After  ift  of  May  1750,  every  popifh  priefl  who 
fhall  celebrate  any  marriage  contrary  to  the  12th 
Geo.  I.  ch.  3.  and  be  thereof  convided,  fhall  be 
guilty  of  felony  without  benefit  of  clergy  or  of  the 
flatute,  and  fuffer  death  accordingly,  although  the 
marriage,  fo  celebrated  by  fuch  popifh  priefl,  be 
declared  null  and  void  by  the  19th  Geq.  2.  ch.  13. 

No  convert  fhall  be  juflice  of  peace,  whofe  wife 
is  a papifl,  or  who  educates  any  of  his  children 
under  fixteen  years  of  age  in  the  popifh  religion  ; 
fuch  perfon  afting  as  a juflice  of  peace  fhall,  on 
convidion,  fuffer  one  year’s  imprifonment  and  for- 
feit jT  100.  one  moiety  to  the  king,  the  other  to  the 
profecutor,  and  fhall  be  for  ever  incapable  of  being 
an  executor,  adminiflrator,  or  guardian. 

If  any  perfon  or  perfons  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
admitted  a barrifler,  fix  clerk,  attorney  or  folicitor, 
fhall  marry  within  this  kingdom,  or  out  of  the 
fame,  any  w'oman  of  the  popifh  religion,  or  fliall 
educate,  or  permit  to  be  educated,  any  of  his  chil- 
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dren  who  are  now  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  or 
(hall  be  hereafter  born,  in  the  popifh  religion,  fuch 
perfon  fo  marrying  or  educating,  or  permitting  any 
of  his  children  to  be  educated  in  the  popirti  religion, 
fhall  be  thenceforth  deemed  a papift,  and  difabled 
from  being  a barrifter,  fix  clerk,  attorney  or  folici- 
tor,  unlefs  fuch  perfon  fo  marrying  lhall,  in  one 
year  after  fuch  marriage,  procure  fuch  wife  to  be 
converted  to  the  proteftant  religion,  and  obtain  a 
certificate  thereof,  under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the 
bifliop  of  the  diocefc  or  archbifiiop  of  the  province, 
or,  in  their  abfence,  of  the  chancellor  or  vicar-ge- 
neral of  fuch  archbifiiop  or  bifhop,  and  procure 
faid  certificate  to  he  inrolled  in  Chancery. 

If  any  perfon  who  fiiall  incur  any  difability  in 
refpe<Sl:  of  marrying  a woman  of  the  popifh  religion, 
and  not  procuring  her  to  be  converted  to  the  pro- 
teftant religion  within  one  year  as  afbrefaid,  fhali 
furvive  fuch  wife,  fuch  difability  ftiall  from  and 
after  her  death  ceafe  and  determine.

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4thly.  AS  TO  SELF-DEFENCE. 

ALL  papifts  (hall  difcover  and  deliver  up  to  a yth Will.  3. 
juftice  of  peace  or  head  officer  of  their  place  of  refi-  3.  S.  i. 
dence,  all  their  arms,  armour  and  ammunition. 

Any  two  juftices  of  the  peace,  or  any  chief  officer 
of  a town  corporate,  by  themfelves  or  by  their  war- 
rant, are  impowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  fearch 
for  and  feize  all  fuch  arms,  armour  and  ammuni- 
tion as  ffiall  he  concealed  in  any  houfe,  lodging  or 
other  places  where  they  fhall  fujpe^  any  fuch  arms 
armour  or  ammunition  ffiall  be  concealed,  and  the 
fame  fo  feizcd  preferve  for  the  king's  ufe,  and  re- 
turn a true  account  thereof  to  the  Lor:i  Lieutenant.  S.  a. 

The  fearch  mud  be  made  between  the  rifing  and 
fetting  of  the  fun,  other  than  in  cities  and  their 
fuburbs,  towns  corporate,  market  towns,  if  it  ffiall 
be  fo  thought  neceflary,  and  the  warrant  for  that 
purpofe  do  direO;  and  appoint  : In  cafe  fuch  jufticcs 
of  the  peace,  or  chief  officer  of  town  corporate^ 
after  fuch  fearch'  made,  fufpe^  that  any  arms 
armour  or  ammunition  remained  concealed,  they 
are  required  to  caufe  the  perfons  fufpe<5led  of  con- 
cealing the  fame  to  be  brought  before  them,  and  to 
be  examined  upon  oath  concerning  the  fame.*— 

Every  papitl  who  ffiall  have  arms  armour  or  am-  S.  ^ 
munition,  and  not  difcover  and  deliver  up- the 
fame,  and  every  other  perfon  who  wittingly  ffiall 
have  any  arms  armour  or  ammunition  to  the  ufe 
of  or  in  truft  for  fuch  papift,  and  every  fuch  perfon 
who,  upon  demand  or  fearch  made  for  fuch  arms 
armour  and  ammunition,  ffiall  refufe  to  declare  to 
the  juftices  or  perfons  impowered  to  fearch  for  and 
feize  the  fame,  what  arms  armour  and  ammuni- 
tion they.  Of  any  other  to  his  knowledge  or  with 
his  privity  have,  or  ffiall  hinder  the  delivery  there- 
of to  the  perfons  authorifed  to  fearch  for  and  feizc' 
the  fame,  and  every  other  perfon  who  ffiall  refufe 
to  make  dilcovery  on  oath,  to  be  adminiftered  by 
the  faid  juftices  or  chief  officer  of  town  corporate 
concerning  the  premifTes,  or  being  fummoned  by 
warrant,  under  the  hands  of  two  julHces  of  the 
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peace,  {hall,  without  rcafonable  caufe,  refufe  or 
neglect  to  ippear  before  fuch  jufliceS  of  the  peace 
or  chief  officer  to  be  examined  Concerning  the  pre- 
milTes,  (hall  forfeit  in  manner  following,  viz.  if 
fuch  perfon  be  a peer  or  peerefs,  he  or  (he  (hall  for 
the  firfl  offence  forfeit  and  for  the  fccond 

offence  incur  the  penalty  of  a perfon  attainted  in  a

No  papifi:  or  reputed  papifi;  ffall  be  employed  as 
fowler  for  a protefiant,  or  under  colour  thereof 
ffiall  have,  keep,  carry  or  ufe  any  gun  or  fire- 
arms ; the  fame  may  be  feized  by  warrant  of  a 
juflice  of  peace,  and  belongs  to  the  informer,  not- 
withfianding  the  fame  (hould  be  the  property  of  a 
protefiant. 

The  powers  in  7th  Will.  3.  ch.  5.  may  be  exer- 
cifed  by  al/  jufiices  of  the  peace  and  chief  officers 
of  cities  and  towns  corporate  ; the  penalty  for  firft 
ofihnce  in  peers  and  peereffes  extended  to  ^300.  and 
in  other  perfons  to  50.  and  one  year’s  imprifon- 
ment ; faid  penalties  of  306.  and  £s^‘  to  be  di- 
vided between  the  king  and  the  profecutor.  Juf- 
tices  of  the  peace  for  countiesj  and  counties  of 
cities,  and  counties  of  tov/ns,  at  Midfummer  quar- 
ter feffions  yearly,  ffiall  iffue  warrants  to  co.nfia- 
bles  and  two  others  in  each  barony,  to  feaich  for 
arms  armour  and  ammunition  in  the  poffeffion  of 
papifis  or  other  perfons  in  trufl  for  them  ; and  the

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tehief  magiftrate  of  every  city  and  town  corporate^ 
hot  being  a county  of  a city  or  county  of  a town, 
or  his  deputy,  fhall  once  in  a year  iffue  his  warrant 
to  the  eohftabIe>  of  each  city  or  town  to  fearch  in 
like  manner.

No  papift,  or  other  perfon  in  truft  for  him,  fhall  g 
for  fale  or  otherwife,  keep  or  have  for  or  upon  any 
pretence  whatfoever,  any  warlike  Rores,  fword 
blades,  barrels,  locks  or  Rocks  of  guns  or  fire-arms, 
on  penalty,  on  conviction,  £20.  by  civil  bill  to 
the  profi^cutor,  and  imprifortment  one  year,  and 
till  thcj^ao.  be  paid.  Where  any  proteRant  fer-  3 
▼ant,  by  the  direction,  confent,  or  privity  of  his 
popifh  mafler,  keep  arms,  fuch  maRer  fhall  be 
deemed  as  if  he  aCtually  kept  fuch  arms,  and  fhall 
fuffer  the  penalties  that  are  inflicted  on  papiRs  who 
keep  arms,  and  fuch  fervant  fhall  be  fubject  to  faid 
penalties  as  if  he  were  a papiR.  All  fuits  and  pro-  s.  15. 
fecutions  for  any  offence  againR  this  act  fhall  be 
commenced  within  one  year  after  the  offence  com- 
mitted. 

One  or  more  juRice  or  juRices  of  the  peace  and  15th  & i6th 
all  fheriffs  and  chief  magiRrates  of  cities  and  ^eo.  3.ch.  31. 
towns  corporate,  within  their  refpeCtive  jurifdic-  ’ 
tions,  mayj  from  time  to  time,  as  well  by  night  as 
by  day,  fearch  for  and  feizeall  arms  and'ammuni- 
tion  belonging  to  any  papiR  not  licenfed  to  keep 
the  fame,  or  iti  the  hands  of  any  perfon  in  tr'uR 
for  a papiR,  and  for  that  purpofe  enter  any  dwell- 
ing-houfe,  out  houfc,  office,  field  or  other  place 
belonging  to  a papiR,  or  to  any  other  perfon  where 
fuch  maglRrate  has  reafonable  caufe  to  fvf  any 
fuch  arms  or  ammunition  fhall  be  conceciled,  and 
on  fnfpicion,  after  fearch,  may  fiimmon  and 
examine  on  oath,  the  perfon  fufpected  of  fuch  con-  d 
cealment. 

B Z . PapiRs 
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Papifts  rcfufing  to  deliver  or  declare  fuch  arms 
as  they  or  any  with  their  privity  have,  or  hinder- 
ing the  delivery,  or  refufing  difeovery  on  oath,  or 
without  caufe  ncgle6t  to  appear  on  fummons,  to  be 
examined  before  a magiftrate  concerning  the  fame, 
fhall,  on  conviction,  be  puniflied  by  fine  and  im- 
prifonment,  or  fuch  corporal punipment  of  pillory  or 
whipping  as  the  court  fhall  in  their  dijeretion  think 
proper. 

It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  commiflioners  of  police 
and  divifional  juftices,  or  any  of  them,  acting  un- 
der this  a6l:,  to  fearch  fufpcfled  places  within  the 
di{l;ri6f  for  concealed  arms,  and  if  they  find  any 
gun,  piflol,  fword  or  hanger  in  the  pofleflion  of 
any  one  not  qualified  by  law  to  bear  or  carry  arms, 
it  fhall  be  lawful,  and  they  are  required,  to  feize, 
carry  away,  break  and  deftroy  all  fuch  arms. 


5thly.  AS  TO  EXERCISE  OF  RELIGION. 

ALL  perfons  inhabiting  within  this  realm,  fhall 
diligently  and  faithfully,  having  no  lawful  or  rea- 
fonable  excufe  to  be  abfent,  endeavour  themfelves

preachings  or  other  fervice  of  God  there  to  be  ufed 
and  miniflered,  upon  pain  ol^  punifhment  by  the. 
cenfures  of  the  church,  and  alfo  upon  pain  that 
every  perfon  offending  fhall  forfeit  for  every  fuch 
offence  izd.  to  be  levied  off  the  goods,  lands  and 
tenements  of  fuch  offender,  by  way  of  diftrefs,  by 
the  cliurchwardens  of  the  parifh  where  fuch  offence 
fhall  be  done,  to  the  ufe  of  the  poor  offaid  parifh.

AH  popifli  archbilhops,  bifhops,  vicars-gcneral,  9^^  Will.  3. 
<lcans,  jefuits,  monks,  friars,  and  all  other  regular  h* 

pop.fti  clergy,  and  all  papifts  exercifing  any  ecele* 
liaftical  jurird.6tion,  {ball  depart  out  of  the  king- 
dom before  the  I ft  of  v/lay  1698:  If  any  of  the  faid

feit.jres  of  and  ^^40.  juftices  of  peace,  upon  S.  5. 
information  on  oath,  may  fummon  the  perfons, 
and  inquire  and  levy  the  fame  by  dlftrefs,  fale  or 
otherwife,  and  difpofe  of  one  moiety  to  the  informer 
and  the  other  moiety  to  the  treafurer  for  the  ufe  of 
the  county  ; and  in  default  of  payment  to  commit 
to  prifon  until  payment.

in  the  flatute  of  praemunire,  made  in  England 
in  i^thRich.

^ ' bill  filed  in  Chancery,  by  or  on  behalf  of  a Child 

or  children  of  a popifh  parent,  profeffing  or  de- 
'lirous  or  willing  to  be  inflru6ted  in  the  protefiant 
religion,  againfl  fuch  popifn  parent,  it  (hall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  faid  court  to  make  fuch  order 
for  the  maiiitenance  of  cvery‘’fuch  protcftant  child*, 
not  maintained  by  fuch  popifh  parent,  fultable  to 
the  degree  and  ability  of  fuch  popifh  parent,  and 
to  the  age  of  fuch  child,  and  aljo  for  the  portion  of 
every  fuch  proteftant  child,  to  be  paid  at  the  deceafe 
of  fuch  popijlj parent i as  that  court  fhall  adjudge  fit, 
fuitable  to  the  degree  and  ability  of  fuch  parent. 

in  cafe  the  elded:  fon  and  heir  of  fuch  popifh  pa- 
tent fhall  be  a protcftant,  then  from  the  time  of

be  a papift,  fhall  defcend  to  ail  the  fons  and  fo  to 
their  fons,  for  want  of  fons  to  daughters,  for  want 
of  fuch  iffue  among  collaterals  of  kin  to  the  father, 
for  want  of  fuch' kindred  among  collaterals  of  kin 
to  the  mother,  notwithftanding  any  grant,  fettle- 
ment  or  diffojition,  by  will  or  otherwife,  that  fijall  be 
made  by  fuch  papiji,  other  than  fuch  fale,  alienation 
or  difpolition  [or, money  really  and  bona  fide  paid  as 
aforefaid  ; fubje61:  neverthelefs  to  all  fuch  debts  and

fuch  eldeft  fon  (hall  be  intitled  as  aforefaid,  byrea- 
fon  of  h.s  being  a proteftant,  fuch  real  eftate  (hall

the  declaration  and  abjuration  in  this  a^  mertlion- 
ed  and  conform  to  the  proteftant  religion. 

Where  and  as  often  any  child  or  children  of  any 
popifti  parent  or  parents  hath  or  have  heretofore 
profefted  or  conformed  him  her  or  themfelves  unto, 
or  (hall  hereafter  conform  him  her  or  themfelves  to 
the  proteftant  religion  as  by  law  eftabliftied,  and 
inroll  in  Chancery  a certificate  of  the  biftiop  of  the 
diocefe  in  which  he  ftie  or  they  {hall  inhabit  or  re- 
fide,  teftifying  his  her  or  their  being  a proteftant  or 
proteftants  and  conforming  his  her  or  themfelves  to 
the  church  of  Ireland  as  by  law  eftabldhed,  it  iliall 
'and  may  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  Chancery,  upon 
a bill  founded  upon  this  a6t,  to  oblige  the  faid  popKh 
parent  or  parents  to  difeover  upon  oath  the  full  va- 
lue of  all  his  her  or  their  eftate,  as  well  perfonal  as 
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real,  clear  over  and  above  all  real  incumbrances 
and  debts  contracted  bona  fide  for  valuable  conlider- 
ation  before  the  enrollment  of  fuch  certificate,  and 
thereupon  to  make  fuch  order  for  the  fupport  and 
maintenance  of  fuch  proteftant  child  or  children  by 
the  diftribution  of  the  faid  real  and  pcrfonal  eftate 
to  and  among  fuch  proteftant  child  or  children  for 
the  prefent  fupport  of  fuch  proteftant  child  or  chil- 
drcn>  arid  alfo  to  and  for  the  portion  or  portions,  and 
future  maintenance  or  maintenances  of  fuch  proteftant 
child  or  children,  after  the  deceafe  of  fuch  popifti 
parent  or  parents,  as  the  faid  court  ftiall  judge  fit, 
notwithftandirig  any  fraudulent  gift  or  fale,  or  vo-

. proteftants  are  barred  of  any  eftate  in  reverfion  or 
remainder,  whereuntoLch  proteftant  or  proteftants 
was  or  were  intitled  at  the  time  of  levying  fuch 
fine  or  fines,  or  fulfering  fuch  recovery  or  recove- 
ries, or  making  fuch  conveyances,  fhall,  as  to  fuch 

proteftant  or  proteftants,  be  null  and  void -not 

to  extend  to  impeach  or  avoid  any  purchafe  or  mort-

curate,  the  oaths  of  allegiance,  fupremacy  and  ab- 
juration, and  (hall  file  in  the  court  of  Chancery  a 
certificate,  under  the  handand  feal  of  fuch  miniller 
or  curate,  of  his  or  her  having  performed  the  faid 
feveral  requifites  in  fix  months  after  having  received 
the  facrament,  or  in  fix  months  after  eighteen  years 
of  age,  if  the  perfon  conforming  be  under  that  age 
at  time  of  conformity,  the  minifter  or  curate  to 
keep  a roll  of  parchment  containing  faid  declara- 
tion and  oaths,  from  which  roll  faid  declaration 
ftiall  be  read  and  faid  oaths  adminiftered,  and  being 
fo  adminiftered  and  read,  the  perfon  fo  conforming 
fnall  fign  the  fame  refpedively. 

No  fale  for  full  and  valuable  confideration  of 
lands,  or  any  eftate  or  intereft  therein,  by  reput- 
ed owner  or  perfon  in  receipt  of  the  rents,  hereto- 
fore made  to  and  merely  for  benefit  of  proteftants, 
ftiall  be  impeached  for  or  upon  pretence  of  any  of 
the  difabilities,  incapacities  or  forfeitures  impofed 
or  mentioned  in  or  by  the  ads  made  to  prevent  the 
further  growth  of  popery,  or  in  or  by  the  ad  of 
I9"h  Geo.  2.  ch.  7.  provided  that  nothing  herein 
lhall  affed  any  judgment  or  decree  obtained,  or 
. any  fuit  at  law  or  in  equity  inftituted,  on  or  before 
the  2d  of  March  1762,  for  the  recovery  of  fuch 
lands  or  eftate  or  intereft  therein. 

No  proteftant  title  heretofore  derived  from  a con- 
vert by  purchafe  or  otherwife,  affeded  by  fuch 
convert’s  not  performing  legal  requifites  of  confor- 
mity if  he  obtained  a biftiop’s  certificate,  and  con- 
tinued a proteftant. 

Title,  poftcffion,  eftate  or  intereft  of  proteftants 
in  or  to  any  lands,  (hall  not  be  avoided  or  impeached 
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by  the  aid  of  the 'pop^^y  by  colour  of  any 
right  which  accrued  twenty  years  before  the  firfl 
of  this  feffion,  if  no  fuit  has  been  commenced  with- 
in that  time,  and  fome  perfon  of  full  age,  found 
memory,  out  of  prifon,  in  this  kingdom,  and  dif- 
covert,  who  might  have  fued  for  the  fame,  hath 
been  in  being  within,  that  time.  The  title,  eftace 
or  intereft  of  any  proteftant  to  lands  derived  by 
purchafe  from  any  convert  or  reputed  conveitfrom 
popery,  or  from  any  reputed  protchant,  (hall  not 
be  avoided  or  impeached  by  the  aid  of  any  of  faid 
laws.  Extended  by  13th  14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  25. 
to  the  fil’d  day  of  the  then  feflion  of  parliament,-— 
revived  and  continued  to  the  24th  of  June  i 700, 
and  to  the  end  of  the  then  next  felfion  of  parlia- 
ment, by  17th  & I 8th  Geo.

No  papift  (hall,  after  the  2crh  of  January  1695, 
be  capable  to  have  or  keep  in  his  pcfTcfiicn,  or  in 
the  pefTeffion  of  any  other  perfon  to  his  ufe,  any 
horfe,  gelding  or  mare,  which  (hall  be  of  the  value 
2^7  protedant  difeovering,  on  oath,  to  any 
two  judices  of  the  peace,  or  chief  magidrate  of  any 
city,  town  corporate,  that  any  fuch  horfe  be  in  the 
polTeiTion  of  a papid,  or  of  any  perfon  in  trud  for 
him,  may,  with  a condahie  and  alTidant  appoint- 
ed by  fuch  judices  or  magidrate,  in  the  day 
time,  fearch  for  and  fecure  fuch  horfe,  and 
in  cafe  of  oppofition,  break  open  any  door, 
and  bring  faid  horfe  before  fuch  judices  or 
chief  magidrate,  and  on  paying  or  making  ten- 
der, before  fuch  judices  or  chief  magidrate,  of 
5/.  to  t!ie  owner  of  fuch  horfe,  or  in  his  ab- 
fence  to  the  judice  or  magidrate,  to  the  ufe  of 
fuch  owner,  (h  ill  have  the  property  of  fuch  horfe, 
as  if  bought  in  market  overt. 

If  any  perfon  conceal,  or  be  aiding  In  the  con- 
cealing fuch  horfe,  and  be  thereof  convicted  by 
the  oaths  of  two  wiinefles,  before  any  judice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  where  fuch  horfe  fhall  he  con- 
cealed, he  fliall  be  imprifoned  three  months,  and 
forfeit  treble  the  value  of  fuch  horfe,  which  value 
is  to  be  fettled  hv  the  feffions. 

Papids  may  keep  ftud  mares  and  dallions,  and 
their  breed  under  the  age  of  five  years — not  to  hin- 
der the  Lord  Lieutenant  from  feifing  and  fecuring 
any  horfe,  mare  or  gelding  belonging  to  a papid, 
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upon  any  invafion  likely  to  happen,  or  in  cafe  of  s.  36, 
inteftine  war  broke  out  or  likely  to  break  out.  In 
cafe  the  Lord  Lieutenant  (hall  order  any  horfe  or 
mare  fo  feifed,  to  be  delivered  hack  to  the  owner, 
the  perfon  having  or  keeping  fuch  horfe  or  mare  in 
his  cuftody,  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  may  keep 
or  detain  the  fame,  until  the  owner  6d.  for 

every  night  faid  perfon  did  keep  fuch  horfe  or  mare, 
by  virtue  of  the  authority  aforefaid.

Civil  officers,  as  often  as  the  fafety  of  the  king-  ad  Geo.  i ch. 
dom  requires  it,  may  be  impowered,  by  proclama-  9-  i*. 

tions,  to  feize  horfes  of  papifts  (except  breeding 
mares,  ftallions  and  horfes  under  four  years  old) 
and  detain  them  ten  days,  during  which  time  any 
perfon  ferving  in  the  militia,  may  pay  £^.  to 
feifer  for  the  ufe  of  the  owner  (the  charge  offeizing 
and  keeping  fuch  horfes  deduced)  and  the  pro- 
perty of  any  horfe  thereby  abfolutely  veiled  in  the 
militia-man  ; but  if  no  fuch  fum  is  paid  within  the^ 
time  aforefaid,  the  horfe  (hall  be  returned  to  the 
owner,  he  paying  the  charges  of  feizing  and  keep- 
ing it.

Juftices  of  affize  and  jufticesof  feffions  for  the  6th  Geo.  i.  ch. 
county  of  Dublin,  may,  for  encouragement  of  the 
militia  drawn  out  on  days  appointed,  by  prefent- 
ment  of  the  grand  jury,  levy  20s,  on  each  of  faid 
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days,  on  the  popifti  inhabitants  of  the  county,  for 
refrelhment  of  eaph  company.  This  ad  is  expired. 

Lord  Lieutenant  may,  when  neceflary,  require 
that  the  parifh  watches  in  this  kingdom  (hall  he 
kept  in  the  feveral  parlfhes  by  proteftant  watchmen

Robberies  by  privateers  during  war  xvith  a popifh

^the  laws  already  in  being  in  cafes  where  perfons

All  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  where- 
, of  any  papift  or  perfon  profefiing  the  popifh  religion 
is  now  feized,  or  fhail  be  feized,  by  virtue  of  a 
title  legally  derived  by,  from  or  under  fuch  perfon 
or  perfons  now  feized  in  fee  fimple  or  fee  tail,  whe- 
ther at  law  or  in  equity,  fhail  from  and  after  the  firft 
of  Auguft  1778,  be  defcendable,  devifeable,  and 
transferable,  as  fully,  beneficially,  and  effedually 
as  if  the  fame  were  in  the  feifin  of  any  other  of  his 
majefty’s  fubjeds  in  this  kingdom. 

From  and  after  the  ift  of  November  1778,  the 
conformity  of  the  eldeft  fon,  and  the  filing  of  the 
bifhop’s  certificate,  and  performing  the  requifites 
by  that  ad  or  any  other  ad  required  in  that  re- 
fped,  ftiall  notaffed  or  alter  the  eftate  cf  any  po- 
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piih  parent,  by  making  fuch  poplfli  parent  become 
tenant  for  life,  or  by  verting  a reverrton  or  ertatc 
in  fuch  eldert  fon,  but  fuch  popirti  parent  (hall  re- 
plain  feized  and  poflefled  of  the  fame  ertate  and  in- 
tereft  in  all  and  every  his  or  her  real  eftate,  as  he 
or  fhe  would  have  been  if  fuch  eldert  fon  had  not  ' 
conformed,  or  faid  a6;  of  the  ad  of  Anne  had  not 
been  made. 

Nothing  herein  contained  flia41  afFe6f  the  right,  S.  9. 
title,  claim,  or  ertate  of  any  eldert  fon  and  heir  of 
a popifh  parent,  who  has,  or  at  any  time  before 
the  parting  of  this  a6l,  (hall  have  conformed  in  fuch 
manner  as  is  by  the  faid  a6l;  directed,  or  of  any 
perfon  deriving  by,  from  or  under  fuch ’eldert  fon 
and  heir  of  fuch  papift. 

All  and  every  perfon  and  perfons,  being  in  the  s,  ja. 
actual  portfertion  of  any  lands,  tenements  or  here- 
ditaments, under  titles  which  fhall  not  have  been 
litigated  before  the  irt  of  November  1778,  whe- 
ther derived  by  defcent,  devife,  limitation,  or  pur-

as  valid  and  effedual  as  if  fuch  conveyance  was 
made  by  a protertant.

No  wpift  fhall  take  any  benefit  by  this  ad,  who  S,  4.

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in  the  kingdom,  or  if  abroad 'beyond  the  Teas,  of 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  in  prifon, 
cr  of  uniound  mind,  or  under  coverture,  then  in 
fix  months  after  return  from  abroad,  or  attaining 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  difcharge  from 
prifon,  or  becoming  of  found  mind,  or  after  (he 
fhall  become  a femme  foie,  take  and  fubfcribe  the 
oath  of  allegiance  and  the  declaration  prelcribed 
by  an  ad  of  14th  Geo.

time  of  the  making  fuch  leafe,  fhall  be  referved 
and  made  payable  during  fuch  term. 

No  papift  or  perfon  profeffing  the  popifti  religion, 
af:er  the  faid  firft  of  February,  1 703,  who  ftiall  not 
in  fix  months  after  being  entitled  to  enter,  or  to 
take,  or  have  the  profits  by  defeept,  or  by  virtue 
of  any  devife  or  gift,  or  of  any  remainder  already 
limited,  or  at  any  time  hereafter  to  be  limited, 
or  by  virtue  of  any  truft  of  any  lands,  whereof 
any  proteftant  now  is,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  feized 
in  fee  fimple  or  fee  tail,  or  in  fuch  manner  that 
after  his  death,  or  the  death  of  him  and  his  wife, 
the  freehold  is  to  come  immediately  to  his  fon  or 
fonsor  ilTue  in  tail,  if  then  of  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  or  if  under,  in  fix  months  after  he  fhall  at- 
tain that  age,  until  which  time,  from  his  being  fo 
entitled,  he  fhall  be  under  the  care  of  fuch  pro- 
teftant relation,  or  perfon  conforming  himfelf  as

8thly.  FRANCHISES. 

ALL  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  that  at  any  tim^ 
hereafter  fliall  be  preferred,  promoted  or  collated 
to  any  archbifhoprlck  or  bifhoprick,  or  to  any  other 
ecclefiaflical  benefice,  promotion,  dignity,  office  or 
miniftry,  or  preferred  or  promoted  by  the  crown 
to  any  temporal  or  lay  office,  miniftry  or  fervice, 
fhall,  before  he  or  they  occupy  the  fame, ^ make 
the  oath  in  this  a6t  mentioned,  before  fuch  perfon 
as  the  crown,  under  the  great  feal  of  England  or 
Ireland,  or  Lord  Lieutenant,  by  letters  patent 
made  by  warrant  under  the  great  feal  of  Ireland, 
fhall  appoint  ; on  refufal,  he  or  they  fhall  be  difa- 
bled  to  enjoy  the  fame. 

Lord  Lieutenant  and  council,  during  feven 
years  from  the  29th  of  September  1665,  may  make 
and  eflabliffi  fuch  rules,  orders  and  directions  for  the 
better  regulating  of  all  cities,  walled  towns,  and 
corporations,  both  new  and  old,  and  fuch  as  fhall 
be  created  within  this  kingdom,  and  eleCting  of 
magiftrates  and  officers  there,  and  to  infliCt  fuch 
penalties  for  the  breach  thereof,  as  they  fhall  think 
fit,  fo  as  the  penalties  for  breach  of  the  rules,  orders 
and  directions  to  be  made  touching  fuch  Corpora- 
tions, do  not  extend  further  than  to  the  removal 
and  disfranchifement  of  fuch  perfons  as  fhall  be 
found  guilty  of  the  breach  thereof,  and  fuch  rules, 
orders  and  directions  fhall  be  as  good  and  effectual 
in  law  as  if  the  fame  had  been  fpecially  efiablifhed 
by  authority  of  this  parliament,  and  fhall  continue 
in  force  for  fuch  and  fo  long  time  as  in  the  faid 
rules,  orders  and  directions  fhall  be  limited  and  ap- 
pointed.

of  fupremacy  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  for  fome  par- 
ticular reafons  ffiall  think  fit,  by  writing  under  his 
hand,  by  name  to  difpenfe.

Your 
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Your  CoMMiTTEE  fubmit'to  you  this  view  of 
the  Catholic  penal  Statutes  under  the 
galling  yoke  of  which  your  country,  has  fo  long,  and 

- fo  patiently  languifhed  5 ftatutes  unexampled  for  their 

- inhumanity,  their  unwarrantablenefs,  and  their 
impolicy.  The  legiflature,  which  is  inftituted  to  pro- 

^ ted  and  chenfli  the  people,  has  here  overfpread  the, 
land  with  laws,  as  with  fo  many  traps,  to  enfnare 
the  fubje6t  in  the  performance  of  the  obvious  and 
neceffary  duties  of  life*  We  recognize  a free  ftatc 
in  the  right,  exercifed  by  its  inhabitants,  of  fram- 
ing laws  for  the  fecurity  of  their  liberty  and  pro- 
perty, againft  all  invafion  ; but  with  us,  the  order 
of  civil  affociation  is  reverfed,  and  the  law  becomes 
the  foe,  the  ruffian  that  violates  the  rights,  and  de- 
ftroys  the  harmony  of  fociety.  That  this  infamous 
fyftem  of  political  torture,  was  not  warranted  by 
any  alledged  delinquency  on  the  part  of  our 
catholic  brethren,  is  notorious ; for  it  was  de- 
vifed  in  times  of  profound  tranquillity.  We  can- 
not then  refrain  from  acknowledging  with  fympa- 
thy  that  fignal  forbearance  in  our  opprelTed  coun- 
trymen, which,  joined  with  a laudable  fenle  of 
ffiame  in  the  perfons  infidioufly  authorized  to  give 
' efficacy  to  thefe  aQ:s,  has  preferved  our  country 

• from  the  calamitous  confequences  of  fuch  flagitious 
mifgovernment. 

As  for  the  favoured  part  of  the  community,  your 
Committee  confidering  that  this  code,  in  its 
expanded  operations  over  this  realm,  is  utterly  fub- 
verflve  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  con- 

• ftitution,  feel  it  their  duty  ferioufly  to  inculcate 
this  truth,  that  our  liberties  mufl:  ever  reft  on  the 
moft  precarious  foundation,  while  feven-eighths  of 
our  fellow  citizens  remain  palfled  in  the  exercife 
of  thofe  rights  which  were  our  common  inheritance. 

A divided  people,  governed  by  foreign  influence, 
and  domeftic  corruption,  prefenting  but  a remnant 
of  its  citizens  for  the  exercife  of  political  freedom, 
and  but  a remnant  of  that  remnant  reprefented  in 
E 2 parliament. 
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parliament,  we  fubmit  to  laws  cna^cd,  and  taxes 
impofed  not  only  without  our  confent,  but  againft 
our  declared  fenfe. And  from  the  fpecimen  be- 

fore us,  and  our  daily  experience,  what  laws  may 
not  be  ena6i:ed  ? We  have  therefore  no  fccurity 
againft  any  encroachments  whatfoever  of  an  arbi- 
trary miniftry. ^Nor  have  we  any  ftronger  bar- 

rier to  oppofe  to  the  invafion  of  a foreign  ene- 
my ; for  who  will  vainly  expe6t  that  a people  be- 
reft by  law  of  the  means  of  felf-defence,  and  alien 
in  their  native  land,  fhould  rife  to  defend  rights 
from  which  they  are  excluded,  or  a country  which 
they  cannot  call  their  own?— For  where 
THERE  IS  Liberty,  there  is  our 

COUNTRY. 

Now  if  we  examine  the  principles  of  our  reli- 
gion, we  fhall  therein  difeover  nothing  to  warrant 
this  odious  fyftemof  oppreflion.  On  the  contrary, 
we  are  inftru6fed  by  its  fundamental  tenets,  in  the 
pra6l:ice  of  unbounded  charity,  an  effential  duty  of 
which,  is  to  difpenfe  to  others,  that  religious  and 
political  liberty  which  we  ourfelves  enjoy.  As 
little  can  we  difeover  in  the  real  religious  tenets  of 
our  catholic  brethren,  any  inconfiftency  whatfo- 
ever with,  or  any  incapacity  for  the  funftions  of 
free  citizens,  unlefs  the  Machiavelian  policy  of 
our  rulers,  or  the  prejudice  of  individuals  (hall  be 
fuflfered  to  blindfold  us  for  ever.— -And  (hall  we 
Hill  be  difeouraged  by  the  bugbear  cry  of  Popery 
from  imparting  the  rights  of  citizenfhip  to  our  ca- 
tholic brethren,  while  we  feel  the  evils  of  popery 
under  our  own  eflablifhed  hierarchy  ? We  fee 
civil  and  religious  indulgences  dealt  out  in  re- 
turn for  civil  and  religious  corruption. —We  fee 

the  power  and  riches  of  our  church  tcnacioufly 
maintained  by  the  impoverifliment  of  the  people. 
—We  fee  a bigotted  imputation  of  opinions 
made  to  our  catholic  fellow  citizens  incompatible 

with  common  fenfe  and  our  own  conviftion. 

Where  then  is  your  boafted  liberality,  in  tolerating 
the  catholic  religion  ? You  may  imploufly  ufurp 
the  divine  prerogative  of  granting  toleration  to 
the  catholic  religion,  but  you  deny  political  to- 
leration to  a catholic  people,  who  in  their  native 
land  fupport  a government  for  your  excluhve  ad- 
vantage. 
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vantage.  What  a fpe6tacle  therefore  for  the  exe- 
cration of  all  public-fpirited  minds,  here  ftands  this 
black  code,  worthy  of  a Turkifti  divan,  furround- 
cd  with  the  embellifhments  of  a free  conftitution  ! 
And  the  people  ftill  continue  infenfible  to  the  mif- 
chiefs  it  has  already  produced,  and  thofe  which 
it  threatens.  For  you  then  it  remains,  to.  inftru£l 
them,  that  no  conftitution  can  be  fecure,  unlefs  the 
body  of  the  people  have  an  equal  intereft  therein-^ 
to  remind  them  that,  as  our  caufe  is  common,  our 
rights  muft  be  common.
